Lim e For C lov er. 


Jb or a good many years past there has 
been a general complaint among farmers 
in the older states that it was impossi­ 
ble to get a catch of clov er as freely as 
in olden times. 
Some hav e attributed 
this to a lack of potash in the soil, and 
there is nodoubt that light applications 
of potash hav e stimulated a growth of 
clov er where it would fail otherwise, 
bnt it seems to be now a settled fact 
that the failure is more often caused by 
acidity of the soil that can be remedied 
by 
a moderate application 
of 
lime. 
Clov er catches more freely in a linn* 
stone soil, and those fanners w ho hav e 
applied 10 or 15 bushels of lime to the 
acre hav e no trouble in grow ing an 
abundance of clov er annually. 
We all 
know bow freely it comes in wherev er 
wood ashes are spread or ev en where 
there has been a little fire of brush in 
the field, and it is probably as much 
from the lime that is in these ashes a* 
from the potash that the soil is made 
receptiv e to the clov er plant.— J . H. 
Hale in Hartford Conrant.
